Embattled surgeon 
general nominee 
defends his record

A storm of controversy has sur- 
+founded the nomination of Or. Henry W. 
Foster Jr. to the post of U.S. surgeon 
general. 

The White House announced the 
nomination on Feb. 7. Foster originally 
stated he had performed “fewer than a 
dozen” abortions but, after reviewing his 
records, admitted to 39. He was also in 
charge of an early '80s study at Meharry 
Medical College in which abortion-induc- 
ing drugs were administered to ap- 
proximately 60 women 


The Family Research Council, a con- 


servative group, tried to link Foster with 
a controversial syphilis study, known as 
the "Tuskegee Project," conducted by 
the U.S. Public Health Service. In the 
study, which was conducted from 1932 
to 1972 in Tuskegee, Ala., the govern- 
ment promised poor Black sharecrop- 
pers they wadild treat their syphilis but 
" gave them a placebo instead 

While the study was being conducted, 
Foster was head of obstetrics at 
Tuskegee’s John A. Andrew Hospital and 
sat on a 10-member local medical 
society board. The Family Research 
Council, citing research from the 1981 
James H. Jones book, “Bad Blood," 
claims Foster knew about the study. 

Foster said he didn't find out about the 
study until 1972, when it ended. "| was 
outraged in 1972 when, as the president 
of the Macon County Medical Society, | 
first learned the facts of the Tuskegee 
syphilis study,” Foster said in a statement 
released by the White House. "Had | 
learned the facts of the study any earlier, 
| would have been equally outraged then, 
and | would have insisted on appropriate 
treatment, as | did in 1972." 

There have also been reports that 
Foster’ performed hysterectomies on 
severely retarded women in-the 1960s 
and 1970s. The White House contends 
that the practice was common at the 
time. 

Right-wing, congressional 
Republicans who oppose Foster's 
nomination have pounced on the con- 
troversy, trying to uSe it as a tool to block 
his nomination. President Clinton has. 
stood by his nominee and predicts he will 
be confirmed by the Senate. "We will fight 
for this nomination,” White House Chief 
of Staff Leon Panetta said:

Lopez leaves

The O.J. Simpson trial may be running 
out of jurors. On Wednesday, March 1, 
Judge Lance Ito dismissed a fourth juror 
from the trial, citing only "good cause." 

The Black male juror, Michael Knox, 
46, was replaced by a white female 
Pacific Bell employee who resides in the 
San Gabriel Valley section of Los An- 
geles. Ito selected her through an 
anonymous lottery system. The 12-mem- 
ber jury is now comprised of eight African 
Americans, three Caucasians and one 
person of mixed race. Nine alternates are 
waiting in the wings in case other jurors 
are dismissed. 

Knox was greeted by a homecoming 
party thrown by family and friends at his 


answered questions from the media and 
speculated about why t 5 dismissed 
One reason may have been that Knox 
who works as @ Courier; bet a co-worker 
that Simpson would be acquitted. There 
were also reports that Knox wasn't 
honest about an incidence of domestic 
violence in. his marriage when he was

Knox's wife, Beverly; called the 
reports of domestic violence “all gar- 
bage. My husband wasn't on trial ... but 
they treated him like a criminal." 

Knox, who was obviously elated about 
being released from the heavily se- 
questered jury, said the prosecution has 
"a very strong case." He also mentioned 
‘interpersonal conflicts that had oc-

Voters did not mandate balancing 
budget on the backs of children

There is no doubt that millions of Americans went to the polls and voted for change 
last November. But we didn't vote to make millions of children poorer, hungry 
homeless or "orphans." And we certainly did not vote to balance the budget on the 
backs of children. 

At atime when 15.7 million American children are poor, nine million children lack 
health care, tens of thousands are homeless, and a classroom tull‘of children is killed 
by gunfire every two days, the reckless and radical federal budget cuts called for in 
the Republicans’ "Contract with America" threaten our children and the nation’s 
future. 

Parts of the Contract and other budget proposals your U.S. senators and repre- 
sentatives are considering would make five million to six million children destitute by 
cutting off.their benefits for life. Just one part of the Contract - the balanced budget 
amendment~ would cut federal spending (except Social Security and defense) by 
an estimated 30 percent. What would happen? 

* 7.6 million children would lose school lunches; 

* 6.6 million children would lose Medicaid health care coverage; 

* 4.3 million children would lose food stamps; 

*2 million young children and pregnant women would lose nutritional help through 


* 1.9 million children would l6se remedial education through Title 1 

* 629,000 children in child care and Head Start would lose subsidized meals; 

* 231,000 blind and disabled children would lose basic income support through 
ssi 

* 222,000 children would lose the chance to participate in Head Start; and 

* the families of 209,000 or more children would lose federal help paying for child 
care. 

Especially alarming is the Contract's proposal to make potentially hundreds of 
thousands of children "orphans." States could keep part of the savings from punitive 
AFDC cuts and use the money for orphanages - expensive, government run 
orphanages to care for children taken from their parents because the Contract's 
AFDC cuts left them no way to care for their own. !n addition to services for children, 
those who are employed by these programs could also lose their jobs. If you are a 
child care worker and you lose your job, and your child loses Head Start, this would 
be a drastic blow to your entire family. 

This.so called Contract - which the American people did not vote to enter into - 
would hurt all children. But because they. are more likely to be poor, Black children 
would suffer most. At least two million Black children could lose weltare benefits, 
77,000 fewer Black children would attend Head Start, and Medicaid cuts would leave 
1.5 million more children without healthcare

Wright creates two new Development divisions 


Legislation has been enacted at 
the city level to reorganize the 
Development Department to ad- 
dress current needs. The Or- 
dinance, sponsored by Council 
Member Les Wright, creates a 
Division of Social Services and a 
Division of Relocation and Land 
Management. The action repre- 
sents the culmination of long-time 
efforts by Ms. Wright, who chairs 
Council's Health and Human Ser- 
vices committee, working with the 
Administration and various social 
service entities 

“When the decision was made in 
1993 to eliminate the Department 
of Human Services | committed 
myself to making sure that the so- 
clal service needs of this tom- 
munity continue to be met,’ Council 
Member Wright said. "We must 
continue to carry out a crer,ible an~ 
effective human service iunctior 
This effort is being met by a new 
challenge from the various “welfare 
reform” proposals pending at the 
state and federal level. Divisional 
Status will enable the department to 
play a more active role, not only 
with other city functions, but to in- 
terface city efforts with outside 
public and private agencias in 
meeting this challenge. 

Last year, the Human Services 
Task Force, created by Les Wright, 
issued their report regarding the 
human service needs of the city 
Their work identified three basic 
items: the need for policies, the 
need for a funding framework and 
the need for advocacy. The plan is 
for the new division to work with 
Council in establishing a guideline 
in which fiscally responsible fund-

The legislation also established 
a Division of Relocation and Land

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Foster is currently on a one-year 
sabbatical from Meharry Medical 
Collége in Nashville, Tenn., where 
he has served as dean of the 
school of medicine and aetng 
president. During aconterence call 
between reporters across the na- 
tion on Monday, March 6, Foster 
defended. his record and dis- 
cussed his goals as Surgeon 
general if he is confirmed 

“Disease prevention and health 
promotion” are the main tasks of 
the surgeon general, Foster said 
"We need an active advocate for 
health." 

He explained why the inconsis- 
tencies about the number of abor- 
tions he has performed come 
about: "Over casual conversation, 
someone asked me if | had ever 
done an abortion, ... | was pressed 
tor anumber and | made a mistake. 
| shouldn't have quessed." 

Foster stressed that the focus of 
his 37-year career as a practicing 
obstetrician-gynecologist has 
been to sustain life. "I’ve delivered 
more than 10,000 babies, not 39, 


*... That's what I'm about -- increas- 

ing life options. I've done nothing 
illegal. I've done nothing I'm 
ashamed of.” 

Foster's efforts at reducing 
teenage pregnancy have been 
overlooked by so-called “right to 
lite" advocates. He oversaw 
Meharry Medical College's "| Have 
A Future," a teen sex education 
program, which has had tremien- 
dous success in helping inner-city 
youth avoid teen pregnancy. 

As surgeon general, Foster said 
he would concentrate teen preg- 
nancy apd other important issues 
"We need to get this country's in- 
fant mortality rates down to 
reasonablerates,” he said, "It's a 
shame we rank 20th in infant mor- 
tality. We need to concentrate on 
delivering healthy babies 

Foster says another important 
issue Is encouraging men to get 
tested regularly for diseases such 
as prostate and testes cancer, 

' which disproportionately affect 
African-American men 

President Clinton nominated 
Foster to replace Dr. Joycelyn 
Elders, who was forced to resign 
late last year after she made con- 
troversial remarks that school 
children “perhaps should be 


taught” masturbation as a means 
of birth control. 

Foster earned a bachelor of 
science degree from Morehouse 
College in 1954 and was awarded 
his doctor of medicine degree from 
the University of Arkansas in 1958. 
He conducted an internship at the 
Detroit Receiving Hospital, served 
two years as a medical officer in 
the U.S. Air Force, and completed 
one year of residency training in 
general surgery at Malden Hospi- 
tal in Malden, Md. 

Among his awards-and honors, 
Foster has been a scholar-in- 
residence at the Association of 
Academic Health Centers in 
Washington, D.C., inducted into 
the Institute of Medicine of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences; given 
the Appreciation Award for Re- 
search and Teaching in Sickle Cell 
Anemia from Tuskegee University; 
and awarded the Faculty Award for 
Excellence in Science and Tech- 
nology from the White House initia- 
tive on Historically Black Colleges 
and Universities. 

Foster feels that, despite the 
controversy, his noniination will be

about the outcome." 


Black Baptists support 
Dr. Foster’s nomination 


The vice president of the 
nation's largest Black Baptist 
denomination says he supports 
President Clinton's nominee for 
surgeon general. 

The Rev. S.C, Cureton told the 
South| Carolina Greenville News 
that the National Baptist Conven- 
tion USA, Inc,, decided at a meet- 
ing in Nashville, Tenn., to defend 
the nomination of Dr. Henry Foster. 

Leaders of the Southern Bap- 
tists last week urged their 15 million 
members to contaet their senators 
to protest the confirmation of 
Foster. 

"L think he's qualified," said 
Cureton, pastor of Reedy River 
Baptist Church in Mauldin and vice 
president at-large of the eight mil- 
lion-member denomination 

The Christian Life Commission 
of the predominately white 
Southern Baptist Convention op- 


poses Foster's confirmation. Race 
was not an issue, the commission 
said. 

The Southern Baptists criticized 
Foster on the issue of abortion and 
his support of contraceptives for 
teens. The National Baptist Con- 
vention action was not in response 
to the Southern Baptists’ action, 
Cureton said, But he said members 
of his convention will contact 
senators to support Foster, if 
Southern Baptists are calling to op- 
pose the nomination. 

Henry Lyons, president of the 
National Baptist Convention, is- 
sued a statement calling Foster 
“one of America’s most renowned 
physicians.” 

The Rev. A. Wilson Wood, presi- 
dent of the Baptist Pastors’ Con- 
ference and pastor of the Bethany 
Baptist Church in Columbus, also 
spoke out in support of Foster. 


“Personally, | believe he will do 
an outstanding job," said Rev. 
Wood, "I think the experience he 
has overshadows any other can- 
didate." During Or. Foster's confir- 
mation hearings, said Rev. Wood, 
“every African American's reputa- 
tion will be at stake.” 

Rev. Wood commented on the 
racial aspect of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention's opposition to Dr. 
Foster: “I do not know if it's a racial 
issue. There are quite a few African 
Americans with them. Perhaps 
they've missed something and 
overlooked his qualifications." 

The 44th annual Simultaneous 
Revival is scheduled to be held in 
Columbus Sunday-Friday, March 
26-31, at the Greater Columbus

Columbia Gas modifies program for customers 


Columbia Gas recently decided 
lo adjust its rates from February 
through May, passing along to cus- 
tomers, the company says, savings 
in the price it pays to purchase gas 
supplies. Columbia filed early last 
month with the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Ohio (PUCO) to reduce 
the gas cost rate (GCR) by about 61 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet (100 
Cet), effective through May 2. 
Under PUCO regulations, the rate 
is adjusted on a quarterly basis. 


With the reduction, Columbia's 
typical residential bill supposedly 
will be 20 percent.lower than it was 
a decade ago. Columbia makes no 
profit on the price 6 as, which rep-

resents about two-thirds of a 
customer's bill 

“Columbia's management of gas 
purchasing, combined with an 
abundant supply of natural gas, has 
enabled the company to keep the 
price it pays to purchase gas to a 
minimum: and pass all these 
savihgs along to our customers," 
said Richard J. Gordon, Columbia 
Gas of Ohio president 


The quarterly gas cost reduction 
affects only the gas cost portion of 
customers total bills. itis not related 
to the weather normalization adjust- 
ment (WNA), which affects the non- 
gas portion of bills 

Due to the concerns of cus- 
tomers over this new program, 
especially customers in the Toledo 
area, Columbia Gas held a meeting 
on Friday, Feb. 3, with PUCO staff, 
the Ohio Consumers’ Counsel and 
other collaborative representatives 
During the meeting, a consensus 
agreement was reached regarding 
the weather normalization adjust- 
ment program. ~ 


Columbia Gas offered to modify 
the program previously agreed to 
by the collaborative. This modifica- 
tion has the full endorsement of the 
Toledo representatives, including 
Mayor Finkbeiner, Councilwoman 
Eleanor Kahle, Councilwoman 
Betty Shultz, and Lucas County 
Commisioner Mark Pietrykowski 


The modification, to be sub 
mitted to PUCO, will include the 
following: 

* An agreement to discontinue 
any further upward adjustment of 
bills associated with the WNA pro- 
gram 

* An agreement to continue the 
WNA program through the trial 
period to appropriately evaluate 
potential benefits of the program 
This will allow Customers to receive 
any downward adjustment as- 
sociated with colder weather 

In addition to the modifications to 
the program, the Toledo repre- 
sentatives encouraged Columbia 
Gas to improve several customer 
relations programs, including 

* The establishment of a con- 
sumer advisory panel to bring 
citizens into the decision making 
process. 

* The assignment of a customer 
relations specialist to address the 
immediate concerns of northwest 
Ohio 

* Development of a clear ex- 
planation of the program and com- 
munication of that through a special 
mailing to all customers and 
through community education 
programs, 

* Development of an itemized bill 
that delineates each charge. 

Columbia has agreed to take 
these additional recommendations 
into consideration and respond 
within a week.

veryone today is looking at affirmative action 

Affirmative action -- a shorthand term for all the 

government's programs designed to promote 
equity in the workplace and the marketplace, from 
federal contract compliance mandates to set-aside for 
wornen and minority-owned businesses -- seems to be 
fair game for all the members of the right wing 

In announcing thal he.is running for president, Texas 
Senator Phil Gramm has said that the first thing he 
would do is end all programs for affirmative action by 
the stroke of the president's pen. 

House Majority Leader Richard Armey has called on 
the elimination of federal affirmative action programs 

Now, in the wake of all these calls, President Clinton 
has called for a review of all the nation’s affirmative 
action programs 

“It is time to look at all these programs which have 
developed over the last 20 to 25 years and ask oursel- 
ves, ‘do they work, are they fair, do they achieve the 
desired objectives?” Clinton said 

The president added, "| think we need to have & 
national conversation, not only about affirmative action, 
but about what our obligations are to make sure every 
American has a chance to make it." 

Some have attacked the president's argument 
Jesse Jackson has said that such a review sends the 
wrong message: that affirmative action needs a strong 
defense 

However, Congressman Kwesi Mfume of Maryland, 
the former head of the Congressional Black Caucus, 
has defended the president's call for a review of 
programs 

We agree with Mfume. A “review' of affirmative 
action programs -- and the discrimination which con- 
tinues to plague the nation -- is an extraordinary oppor- 
tunity to build a consensus, or at least a reasoned 
defense, about the nation's affirmative action 
programs 

Jackson well notes the statistics: white males, who 
represent 33 percent of the nation’s population, are 80 
percent of all tenuted university professors; 80 percent 
of the members of the U.S, House; 90 percent of the 


U.S, Senate; 92 percent of the Forbes 400 wealthiest 
persons in the United States; 97 percent of school 
superintendents. The national "preference" has not 
been for women and minorities; it has been for White 
males 

Al the same time, the argument that affirmative 
action has somehow hurt minorities and females 
doesn't hold water, either. In the past 30 years 
programs which have opened the doors of the nation's 
schools have resulted in about 1.3 million Blacks now 
6nrolled in institutions of higher education -- a national 
record. They have resulted in growing numbers of 
Blacks in managerial and professional positions. 

But has America solved its racial problems? -The 
statistics say otherwise. A recent study of the Census 
indicates that Black economic progress has basically 
Stalled relative to whites, and that comparably-edu- 
cated Blacks still make less.tharr whites 

A study several years ago by the Urban Institute 
found that -- despite the argument among whites that 
the current system promotes discrimination against 
whites -- Blacks were three times more likely to be 
victimized by discrimination than almost-identically- 
situated whites 

Areal "review" would also indicate that most of what 
is referred to as “racial preference" is really-simply the 
monitoring of workforce behavior to determine whether 
there has been discrimination; that there are no true 
"quotas" in the American workforce, except in the most 
extreme instances of discrimination, and then only 
when it is mandated as a remedy by a court; and that 
discrimination complaints are growing, rather than 


“declining, indicating that the problem of workplace 


discrimination may be getting worse 

Let's bring on the review. We believe that, if the 
nation really looks carefully at the nation's programs, it 
will find that our affirmative action programs are 
reasoned strategies to address a continuing problem, 
and offer the nation a chance to remedy its most painful 
-- and dangerous -- cancer :

More Blacks in prison 


ly released by the Justice Department confirm 

what we already knew: More Blacks reside in the 
justice system's prisons than all other groups com- 
bined. Now that we have isolated the problem, what is 
the solution? 

The most recent census figures show that Blacks 
comprise just over 12% of the nation’s population 
Nonetheless, just over 50% of the inmates in. Federal 
and state prisons are Black, Clearly, something is 
wrong here. 

Some analysts have tried to justify this shocking 
statistic by attributing it to tougher drug enforcement 
policy, less plea bargaining and mandatory sentencing, 
which has been imposed by the Federal government 
and some states. However, this line of reasoning still 
implies that Blacks are committing most of the crimes, 
which is simply not the case. 

For starters, what the. statistics don't show is that 
Blacks are more likely to be charged with more severe 
crimes than whites who commit the same offenses 


I should come as no surprise that statistics recent- 


Then, once in court, Blacks are often offered less 
lenient plea_bargains than whites. Finally, upon sen- 
tencing, it has been proven time and time again that 
Blacks generally receive stiffer sentences than whites 
who commit the same offenses. This is often exacer- 
bated by the difficulty that Blacks encounter’ upon 
felease in obtaining jobs, which then results in many 
becoming repeat or habitual offenders 

The Federal government and most states have 
responded to the problem with stiffer sentencing and 
more prisons. While the State of Ohio has done 
likewise, there is at least a ray of hope here. That can 
be found in the Commission on Racial Fairness, estab- 
Fr shes by Ohio Supreme Court Chief Justice Thomas

The Commission is evaluating the state's justice 
system and its treatment of Blacks from top to bottom.

Gary Sudaholnik is ‘in-your-face, 
no-holds-barred, unapologetically op- 
posed to affirmative action, minority 
Set-asides, busing, and anything else 
that seems like it might benefit 
minonties 

When the Parma Republican was 
first running for the Ohio Senate in 
1980, he attacked his incumbent: op- 
ponent, Jerome Stano (no liberal him- 
self), as a supporter of forced busing -- 
simply because he voted for a budget 
bill that contained state funds man- 
dated by the federal court to pay for Cleveland’s 
desegregation. Needless to say, he defeated Stano. 

In the 15 years since, Sudahoinik has kept up a 
picture-perfect record of right-wing conservatism. He has 
consistently sought to water down, if not eliminate 
minority business programs 

So he should be overjoyed by the California effort to 
end minonty business set-aside and other affirmative 
action programs, right? And he should be preparing to 
lead the charge to enact such measures in Ohio, right? 


That's what you would suppose. But in an interview 
with Sudaholnik, the conservative was-not even intimately 
aware of what was happening in California. And he was 
less than sanguine about its chances of being replicated 
in Ohio. . 

Sudahoinik said he was “not really" familiar with the 
California initiative, promoted by two university profes- 
sors, which would bar the state and all its subdivisions 
from establishing any programs which create preferences 
for minorities or women, 

The professors, Glynn Custred and Thomas Woods, 
are pushing an initiative which they expect to get on the 
ballot in November, 1996 -- right at the same time of the 
presidential elections. And already, the initiative has 
garnered the support Of California Republican Governor 
Pete Wilson: ; 

Custred and Woods, fueled by the support of some big 
corporations and conservative foundations, are raising big 
dollars in their bid to place the measure on the ballot in 
Califomia. Already. in addition to the support of the state's 
governor, they have gained widespread public support 
polls have indicated that, in the.wake of California's 
Proposition 187, which placed massive restrictions on 
iNegal aliens, the support for what is called in some circles 
“son of 187" is strong among white voters 

The two professors believe that there is also strong 
support for the effort across the country, and they are 
planning to franchise their efforts across the country. But 
Surprisingly, Sudahoinik was not expecting the effort to 
make headway in Ohio. 

“If you're asking me as a gambling man" whether the 
initiative would get on the ballot in Ohio, “I'd say the 
answer is no," Sudahoinik said ; 

“Do | think there's public sentiment to get rid of (atfirm- 
ative action)? ‘Yes. But to get rid of it through the 
legislature, | don't think that's going to happen." 

To Sudahoinik, the effort faced three major problems: 
an unwillingness of major corporations within the state to 
back a proposal that would be unquestionably divisive; 
the unwillingness of the governor to Serve as a drum major

“for such an effort; and the unwillingness of the legislature 


to vote to approve it. 

There are two routes for a referendum to get on the 
ballot in Ohio: either through legislative action to place a 
measure before the voters, or for the backers themselves 
to get eno.igh signatures to bypass the legislature. 

Any effort which would go directly tothe voters would 
take massive funding support from corporations. And 
Sudahoinik does not believe that such support is 
forthcoming 

“Most corporations, while they may not like (affirmative 
action), wouldn't want to be on record as being against 
it," Sudahoinik said. 

Support among corporations for such an action could 
potentially expose them to public-relations nightmares, 
especially if they depend on Blacks for a major part of their 
clientele. 

Neither is Sudaholnik confident of the-etnlity of the 
backers of such a measure to get legislative support -- 
despite a statewide trifecta: both legislative houses, and 
the governor's chair, in the hands of the Republicans. 

The legislature itself is likely to be the first stumbling- 
block, “The legislature in Ohio in general is not as 
conservative as you think," Sudaholnik said, 

Inthe past, Senate President Stanley Aronoff has been 
generally supportive of civil rights and minority business 
initiatives, While there has been no expansion of civil 
fights protections during the 10 years that he and ‘his 
predecessor, now-Congressman Paul Gillmor, have been 
in control of the Ohio Senate, neither have there been 
measures, which have passed the Senate which have 
undermined civil rights laws. 

In the past, it was argued that this was due to the 
countervailing power of a Democratic-controlled House. 
But surprisingly, on a number of fronts.-- including collec- 
tive bargaining for public employees as well as civil rights 
laws -- there has not been (yet) any powerful movement 
to tun back the clock on gains already won, 

Part of that, Sudaholnik believes, is based on reason 
three: the governor. 

“We've got a governor who's really done a lot to try to 
endear himself to minorities, and he's very sensitive to 
that," Sudahoinik said of Gov, George Voinovich, 

Lest you think he was attempting to honor the gover- 
nor, he made his view perfectly clear. 

“Even though it sounds positive, | meant it as a nega- 
tive," Sudaholnik said. 

Right now, the legislature's most conservative member 
is probably not going to take up the cudgel of destroying 
affirmative action in Ohio. 

But it's still early. And as the battle gets hotter, we'll 
see.

Jon Secada comes 
to the Palace 


Pop star Jon Secada brings his first 
North American headline tour to the 
Palace Theatre, 34 W. Broad St., on 


Friday, March 10, 8 p.m 

Secada burst onto the pop charts in 
1992 with his self-titled debut album 
which sold over six million copies 
worldwide. The album spawned the hit 
single “Just Another Day." The song, with 
its haunting lyrics, became one of the 
top-selling of .1992, spending 11 con- 
secutive weeks in the top 10 on 
Billboard’s Pop Chart 

Jon Secada* also featured other hits, 
including the jaunty, feathery feel of the 
singles "Do You Believe In Us* and "I'm 
Free" and the searing ballad, “Angel.” 

“Heart, Saul & A Voice," Secada's 
latest album, released late last year, has 
solidified his success, While firmly estab- 
lishing Secada as a mainstream pop act 
with the hit single "If You Go," the album 
also explores the singer's R&B and blues 
influences ("Where Do | Go From You," 
"Don't Be Silly") 

The Afro-Cuban Secada has said he 
wanted to record an album that made the

siat’ement: "| ama Black man." “Take Me" 
from "Heart, Soul & A'Voice" is a pas- 
sionate groove in the Marvin Gaye tradi 
ton, 

Secada has enjoyed success on the 
pop and R&B charts as well as in the 
Latin genre. The in-Spanish version of 
his debut album, "Otro Dia Mas Sin 
Verte" (the translation of "Just Another 
Day"), yielded four number one singles 
on Billboard's Hot Latin Tracks chart 
"Verte" was the number one Latin album 
of 1992 and won a Grammy for Best Latin 
Pop Album 

During a phone interview from Mil- 
waukee, a stop on his tour, Secada, 33, 
talked about his Latin roots. "My dad is 
Black," he explained. "My mother is de- 
scended from Spain,” The swarthy-com- 
plexioned Secada, who looks Black, 
agreed that being Hispanic is not about 
skin color. Few people know that you can 
be Black, white or brown (like Mexicans) 
and be Hispanic 

Secada hasn't gone Hollywood yet 
He related that Miami, where his parents 
settled after immigrating from Cuba, is 
still his home. “It will always be my 
home," he said 

Singer Gloria Estefan gave Secada 
his start. He wrote and sang background 
vocals for Miami Sound Machine in the 
80s and early 90s, Secada says he and 
Estefan have been able to avoid criticism 
from the Latin community for their music 
being too pop-flavored or "Anglo- 
oriented." 

"We've kept up with our culture and 
what's going on in the Latin community," 
he said. Seqada and Estetan stay true to 
their roots by releasing Spanish versions 
of their pop records. Secada will be 
recording a Spanish album geared solely 
toward the Latin community this fall. "I'll 
always record in Spanish," he asserted, 

Having earned degrees in jazz vocal 
performance from the University of 
Miami, Secada is a rare animal: A 
mainstream pop act who has had a lot of 
formal training. Most entertainers 
graduate from the school of hard knocks 
and experience and-can't even read 
music. 

"My education has helped me a lot,” 
said Secada, who also taught music for 
several years. Being knowledgeable 
about his craft has paid off in the studio. 
“| recommend it," he says of staying in 
school. (Finally, an entertainer who prac- 
ti¢es what he preaches!) 

After the success of his first album, 
Secada, su ingly, didn't feel the need 
to top what he had accomplished.

"One of our goals at The James 
is to educate women about breast 
cancer,” said William Farrar, M.D 
director of medical affairs at The 
James and a noted surgical’ on- 
cologist specializing in breast can- 
cer. “It is our hope that education 
about the prevention and treatment 
of breast cancer will help women 
lower their risk of developing the 
disease and increase their survival 
odds if they are diagnosed with it."

The James opened in 1990 as 
the Midwest's first fully dedicated 
cancer hospital and research cen- 
ter and today is one of only nine 
hospitals in the country to be recog-

It is also one of 
only 26 institutions in the United 
States designated by the National 
Cancer Institute as a Comprehen- 
sive Cancer Center. 


Each year, The James treats.as 
many as 5,000 inpatients and near- 
ly 75,000 outpatients from Ohio and 
around the world. The 268,000 
square-foot facility contains 160 
patient beds and 26 research 
laboratories. It is fully staffed with 
specialists, including medical and 
surgical oncologists, oncology nur- 
ses and other health care profes- 
sionals with expertise in treating 
cancer.

to Dr, Peter Somani, State Healt 


Director, who noted that aging is * 


one of the most basic risk factors for 
breast cancer. He also liked using a 
different approach in getting out the 
message of early detection. 

"Public health is challenged 
every day to come up with new and 
innovative ways to get out important 
health messages," said Dr. Somani. 
"The dramatic images offered by 
live theatre are another way to let 
women know that early detection 
saves lives." 

"This work will not simply throw 
Statistics at the audience,” says 
Varun Khanna, GLT spokesman. 
“Quite the opposite." GLT is a lead- 
ing senior theatre company whose 
mission includes challenging tradi- 
tional images of aging. We believe 
in adding life to year, not just years 
to life." 

The process will encourage 
women, their families, physicians

an. Actors auditioned and con- 


tracted for the project, either from 
GLT of the community, will be a part 
of the ensemble. 

GLT plans to open production of 
the play in downtown Columbus in 
early fall, and will be touring to five 
rural communities in Ohio for per- 
formances and workshops. 

GLT is planning to include 
women of various cultures and 
socio-economic /backgrounds and 
is encouraging women and their 
families to contact the theatre com- 
pany if interested in becoming a 
part of the creative project. 

Focal points of the project will be 
encouraging women to test annual- 
ly for breast cancer, finding the 
Spirituality and emotional strength 
to live with results of testing and 
family interaction. 

ODH and GLT also hope other 
health care providers will seek per- 
formances of the work to bring a 
new perspective on early detection 
and how breast cancer affects 
women and their families, 

The Ohio Department of Health 
has provided GLT with nearly 
$24,000 to commission the new 
work based on the oral histories of 
women and their families who have 
lived with breast cancer and 
celebrated survival of the disease. - 

The Ohio of Health 
estimates that more than 2,000 
Ohio women will die of breast can- 


cer during 1995, and many of these 
deaths are preventable with early 
detection. 

Statistics show that the earlier 
breast cancer is found, the better 
the chances are of treatment being 
effective. More than 90 percent of 
women with breast cancer survive 
if the disease if detected in the ear- 
liest stages. 

The Breast and Cervical Cancer 
Prevention and Control Project has 
received nearly $3 million in federal 
funding since 1993 to set up a sys- 
tem of payment for clinical exams, 
mammography and pap tests when 
a women has no other means of 
paying for these tests and meets 
financial guidelines. 

With this funding; ODH has es- 
tablished -12 regional projects. to 
provide services throughout Ohio, 
including Columbus, Allen County 
(Lima), «Cuyahoa County 
(Cleveland), Noble County, Akron, 
Fulton County, Dayton, Mansfield, 
Youngstown, Ross County, 
Steubenville and Cincinnati. 

During 1995, more than 15,000 
clinical exams, 10,000 screening 
mammograms and pap tests and 
several hundred diagnostic mam- 
mograms are expected to be 
provided to Ohio women. ~

ixon said that American education 
is in crisis. In order to halt the crisis 
he believes high standards are 
needed. "The higher the standards, 
the better the results." 

The standards state that in the 
year 2000 Columbus Public 
Schools graduating students will 
possess the high level skills neces- 


sary to support themselves suffi- 
ciently and contribute to their com- 
munity. The standards concern 
graduation rates, proficiency rates, 
ACT/SAT scores and post gradua- 
lion standards. 

Overall board members, were 
pleased with the revisions made in 
the strategic plan. “! endorse the 
concepts and substance of the 
plan," David Dobos said. "The 


“revised plan is even better.” 


Dobos also thanked Mixon for 
incorporating the changes the 
board suggested. Some of the 
changes the board suggested in- 


cluded an established vision, 
specific measurements of goals, 
multicultural development and 
parental training.

Book author says Black 
males getting bad rap 


Many Black males join gangs, 
sell drugs, and desert their families 
Whether they are merely irrespon- 
sible or victims of racism and pover- 
ty, the end result is the same - black 
communities are suffering, And 
Black males have an image prob- 
lem. 

This is what concerns Dr. Earl 
Ofari Hutchinson. In his revised and 
updated book, Black Fatherhood: 
The Guide to Male Parenting, 
Hutchinson is out to set the record 
straight on Black males. He con- 
tends that the media has deliberate- 
ly presented a false image of Black 
men. By centering press attention 
on the most derelict and negligent 
men, much of the public believes 
that all Black men are that way. Not 
true says Hutchinson, "We must 
look at what Black men are doing 
right, not what they are doing 
wrong." 

Through a series of cross 
generational interviews with six 
Black fathers (including his own 91- 
year-old father), he reveals the tri- 
umphs and tragedies of Black 
fathers and Black men. What also 
emerges is a series of "how tos" in 
which the men tell how they tackle

Skilken Properties submitted a 
proposal to the city of Columbus in Sep- 
tember of 1994 to build a 10,772 square 
a feet Revco Drug Store, located on the 
southwest corner of Mt. Vernon Ave., 
and N. 17th St 

Some of the business owners on Mt. 
Vernon Ave,, and some residents on 
17th Street near the site, recently voted 
against the development. Other areas 
throughout the city have welcomed 
Revco to their neighborhoods. What 
was different about Mt. Vemon Ave.? 

The city of Columbus, which owns 
the three parcels, requested proposals 
to develop the site in the summer of 
1994. The notice appeared in area 
newspapers for six weeks. Three 
proposals were received. Through an 
evaluation process, the selection com- 
mittee, which included two 
businessmen from the Mt. Vernon 
Avenue business district, chose Skitken 
Properties to develop a Revco. 

The Near East Area Commission's 
representative opted not to complete 
the.evaluation, but requested that 
Skilken appear before the Near East 
Area Commission's (NEAC) Planning 
Committee. The NEAC Planning Com- 
mittee requested that Skilken go one 
step further and meet with area busi- 
ness organizations and residents

Ohio State created Campus Partners 
last month as a non-profit redevelopment

Partners will prepare an implementation 
program with both short range objectives 
and.long term goals for the next five to 10 
years. r 

"This exciting partnership will be the 
largest neighborhood revitalization and 
redevelopment program ever under- 
taken by a university and a city,” Gee 
said 

Lashutka reaffirmed the city’s commit- 
ment to this partnership. "We want to 
maintain neighborhoods of choice in 
Columbus that are sound and community 
oriented, were people have a stake in the 
quality of their environment," he said. 

He noted that recent city improve- 
ments to the University District have in- 
cluded upgraded street lighting, tree 
planting and park renovations. "City staff 
from various departmerits are eager to 
cooperate in this partnership and will par- 


of fulure needs,” he said. 

Councilmember Matt Habash said he 
and his colleagues-an council will be full 
Participants in this partnership.

Most of the increase will go to 


our popular PASSPORT program, 
lifting state general revenue 
PASSPORT funds from $54 mil- 
lion currently to $101 million. in 
fiscal years 1996-97, an 87 per- 
cent increase. 

PASSPORT offers in-home 
services to Medicaid-eligible older 
Ohioans who would otherwise 
qualify for nursing home care. For 
each $40 the state puts up in 
Medicaid money for PASSPORT 
clients the federal government 
chips in $60. Add these federal 
matching funds to other state non- 
ponere revenue sources and 

ASSPORT should have $337 
million with which to expand ser- 
vices during the next two years.

In the life of this young and budding writer, stares} 
a blank screen that calls for words of encourage- 
ment, words. of achievement, and words that make 
a difference. 

While finding the words to nourish the screen's 
diet, this writer's was compelled to tell you about] 
someone very special whose accomplishments will 
never be recorded, only etched in my heart.

Trouble, however, would grow up to 
become a one of the most feared mammals on the 
blocks of South Philly > 

Well, with some intense training, namely sitting, 
opening screen doors, jumping through hoops, 
walking on and jumping from the top of bleachers 
and climbing fences, made Trouble the ultimate 
guard dog. Mostly, he was a friend for life that | will 
never forget. 

The naming of this Canine was not accidental, 
Trouble was only two or three weeks when he was 
given to me and it wasn't 10 minutes after that he 
ripped my new Nerf Football to shreds: There wai 
nothing that Trouble couldn't break, tear, rip, and just} 
simply destroy. In-his wake, Trouble left baseballs, 
baseball gloves, footballs, picture frames, clothes, 
and boxes un-reusable in a matter of minutes. 

Trouble once took a plate of chicken off the stove. 
We are still wondering how the plate remained on 
the stove and the chicken disappeared. Only the 
grease on the floor was evidence that he had com-| 
mitted this crime 

Trouble was also a protector. | remember once, 
while taking him for a walk, | participated in a football 
game. Being chased, a tackled by opponent's, | 
heard Trouble coming to the rescue. Luckily, | was} 
able to restrain him before anyone was attacked, 

Trouble was keen. He knew the.mailman was 
coming to the door before we did. He‘also received 
some spankings for damaging the mail, (especiall 
around income tax return. time), But many who} 
knocked on the door knew Trouble was lurking. If 
they had not heard the word on the street, in the 
window of the door of my home in Philly, the sign 
read (and still reads) "Beware of Trouble." 

Anyone with a friend like Frouble can identify with 
the pain | felt when | had to put him asleep this week, 
March 2, 1995. Trouble was only four months awa’ 
from his 15th (105th) birthday. 

Yet, | remember the good ‘things. | have fond 
memories of "My Main Man", as | normally called) 
him.

after my neighbor's dog was put to sleep. Rascal 
was Trouble's partner in crime. 

Rascal, my tutoring assistant, assisted in teach- 
ing Trouble the art of self defense, the climbing o 
fences, and the proper way to strut when walking 
down streets, lronically, Trouble and Rascal led 
untirely different lives. Not like the Odd Couple, but 
ike a married man and swinging bachelor. 

Trouble was married. He had myself and my 
mother, who cared for Trouble during my years in 
college and their four years after, until Trouble's| 
passing. He had my Uncle Wayne Richards, who 
lived with us for Some time. 

Rascal lived in street. That says a lot about a 
German Shepherd that ate from the garbage, ter- 
rorized anything in its path, and had the quickness 
of a cheetah’and the smarts of a scientist, 

Rascal and Trouble were loyal to each other and 
hose of their family (Rascal belonged to a tribe o' 
owners). In those respects; they were one in the 
same. If dogs had a beef with one, they had a bee!

Trouble began to 
sleep longer during the day (he hardly ever slept at} 
right. You could often hear him walking around the 
rouse, or meeting him at the bottom of the steps 
when going for a drink of milk in the middle of the 
right), but never missed a step in getting his chain 
or @ walk.

Byrd's talents transcend the 
murky politics of the “alphabet 
soup" boxing organizations.
